In  1857, 
the  Wesleyan  we  know  today  was  called  Athens  Female 
College.  From  that  time  until  1925,  Wesleyan  went 
through  several  name  changes,  but  in  1925  with  a  char- 
ter issued  by  the  state  of  Tennessee,  she  became  indepen- 
dent and  the  name  Tennessee  Wesleyan  College  was 
adopted.  Wesleyan  served  young  people  in  the  capacity 
of  a  junior  college  from  1925  until  1954.  After  a  hundred 
years  of  existence  and  tradition,  on  June  1, 1957,  the  first 
baccalaureate  degrees  were  awarded  and  a  new  tradition 
established.

Dominating  much  of  the  play  in  the 
second  half,  TWC  scored  to  secure  the  Homecoming 
victory  2-0.  In  what  was  the  biggest  psychological  boost  of 
the  season,  we  lost  to  Christian  Brothers  College  2-1  in 
OT.  This  game  proved  to  give  the  team  the  confidence 
needed  to  play  full  speed  and  be  competitive.  The  season 
ended  with  a  victory  over  Columbus  College.  The  final 
record  was  6  wins  and  8  losses.  Tremendous  improvement 
was  made  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  the  end.  The 
future  is  looking  bright  for  the  soccer  program  and  great 
anticipation  is  already  in  each  player  looking  forward  to 
1991  soccer  season.
